7 :00 p. m.—Now that the American 
land forces are threatening the city 
of Santiago de Cuba, the topographic 
condition prevailing in that vicinity 
becomes interesting. 


Baiquiri, where t h e first landing 
was 
made, and Juragua, 
where 
General 
Lawton's 
headquarters 
were last night, are both small coast 
towns in the throat of narrow cuts 
through a range of low hills fring- 
ing all the southern coast. 
Baiquiri 
is twelve miles east of Santiago and 
Juragua is eight miles east of thab 
city by the coast line, a road which 
runs behind the town. 


It is called here a wagon road but 
it is only passable for heavy, two 
w^heeled carts, having sis bullocks 
yoked to them, tandem fashion and 
drawing a very small laad. 


The pioneers report that the trail 
is practicable for artillery and pack 
trains, but it is unspeakably bad 
even for walking, though it is reas- 
onably level. 


Oux. troops have 
no^v passed all 
the small hills intervening between 
here and Santiago. 
The remaining 
tw'elve miles by road is over a prac- 
ticably 
level 
country 
with 
more 
chance for open order. 


So far, however, the road has 
been walled a n d i a most xilaces over- 
arched with an impregnable jungle 
growth, thorns and creepers, smell- 
ing like the interior of a fragrant, 
over-heated conservatory, and pic- 
turesque with splashes of tropic 
color in oleanders and other flowers, 
but terrible for troops. 


For half a milo near Demajaybo 
a small stream runs in the road and 
the men have been compelled to 
walk in water. 
Incidentally, the 
medical advice about wet feet, night 
winds or perspiration-soaked bodies" 
and the necessity of boiled drinking 
water has already been thrown to 
the winds. 


Easy as the advice 
sounds 
at 
home, it is almost impossible to fol- 
low it here. 


Some of the American 
officers 
who are familiar with Arizona, say 
that they never saw soldiers on the 
plains present such pictures of dis- 
tress from the heat, and t h e y add 
that the only wonder is that there 
are so few protestations at present. 


The American stature and appa- 
rent' stamina are remarkable in 
comparison with the Cubans and 
Spaniards.

edge of the officials here, still con- 
nected with the outside world with 
only one cable save those crossing 
to Key West, and the war depart- 
ment, through 
General Greely, is 
not relaxing its efforts to cut that 
last link. 
This runs into the island 
at Santiago, crossing from Kings- 
ton, 
Janiiaca, and belongs to an 
English 
company. 
For several 
weeks past it h a s been known t h a t 
this cable w a s in working order a n d 
the St. Louis has been trjnng des- 
perately to cut it. 


In addition the cable 
steamer 
Maacel is to be assigned to the task 
and between the two it is hoped that 
the cable will soon be cut.. The dif- 
ficulties in the way of accomplish- 
ing this are very much greater than 
ia tbe case oi any of the other Cu- 
ban cables. 


The Kingston cable was laid fully 
twenty 
years ago and has been 
covered with barnacles and marine 
deposits until its original size has 
been increased to that of a man's 
arm. In addition to that the cable is 
completely covered with silt and sea 
weed so that it is almost impossible 
for the ordinary grappling 
irons 
used by steamers to catch hold of it, 
unless they should strike the cable 
at Eome point where it hung over a 
depression in the bottom. 
Even 
when cauglic in the grappling irons, 
the cable is of stich a weight, owing 
to the marine deposits upon its sur- 
face, that it would be almost be- 
yond the power of any lifting ap- 
paratus on board an ordinary ship 
to hoist it to tho surface from the 
vast depths in which it lies. 
On 
the south coast of Cuba, 
within a 
mile of the shore, 
the 
bottom 
pitches suddenly downward to the 
depth of more than a mile, and it is 
exceedingly difficult to pick up a 
cable in such water. 


General Greely's, boat had done 
this on at least one occasion and 
thereby earned the admiration of 
the professional cable layers, who 
are often engaged for weeks at a 
time in the Atlantic trying Jto raise 
a cable. 
The last cable pulled u p 
lay at a depth of one and one-sixth 
miles from the surface and its 
weight was enormous. 
Probably it 
will be much easier to reach this 
Santiago and Kingston 
cable after 
the batteries and forts, lining the 
harbor entrance and just above, 
have been' reduced, for then the 
cable cutting boat will be able to 
go into shoaler water near the shore, 
trom which it ia.^ now excluded by 
the fire of the batteries.

W A S H I N G T O N , 
D . C,, June 25.— 
The proposition to attack the coast 
of Spain itself while not having pro- 
gressed to any definite stage, has not 
been abandoned by the administra- 
tion. 


On the contrary it has been the 
subject of some earnest discussion 
in administration 
circles though it 
has gained no serious attention in 
the deliberations of the cabinet as a 
body. 


The plan as informally discussed 
looks to taking a number of our 
first 
battleships with a sufficient 
flotilla of colliers and supply vessels 
and making war on the large cities 
along the Spanish coast. 
In this 
connection the statenient of a cabi- 
net official today that he favors an 
early ordering of about ten of our 
vessels of the first rating with or- 
ders to carry what would be needed 
in the course of so long a journey, 
to be taken away from our fleet in 
Cuba and sent direct on this mission 
is significant. 


He said he believed that 
until 
some such work as that is done by 
our forces the government of Spain 
will fail to appreciate the resources 
of the government with which she 
is at war. 


It should be distinctly 
under- 
stood, however, 
that 
there is no 
semblance of a conclusion as yet to 
take any such step in the future, and 
while earnestly discussed, no pro-- 
ject of this nature had been laid be 
fore the official family of the presi- 
dent. 


This action, if it were taken at 
all, would involve the view that the 
vessels could easily be spared from 
the Cuban waters, and some mem- 
bers of tho administration have no 
hesitation in saying that they might 
be easily spared before long without 
detriment to our campaign in Cuba. 


With reference to Havana it has 
been suggested that our troops sur- 
round the city and take possession 
of the highlands so as to cover every 
point of approach and conduct a 
peaceful seigo. 
The plan is yet ten- 
tative. 
It would do away with 
the large 
fatalities 
that 
must 
necessarily follow an attempted im- 
mediate capture of the Spanish cita- 
del and also would locate our troops 
in healthful regions. 
Probably not 
loss than 75,000 men would be need- 
ed should this plan be adopted. 


While the administration has not

The Spaniards opened fire from 
the thick brush and had every ad- 
vantage of numbers and position, 
but the troops drove them back 
from the start, stormed the block- 
house around which they made the 
final stand and sent them scattering 
over the mountains. 


The cavalrymen were 
afterward 
re enforced by the Seventh, Twelfth 
and Seventeenth infantry, part of 
the Ninth cavalry, the Second Mass- 
achusetts and the Seventy-first New 
York. 


Twelve dead Spanirds were found 
in the bush after the fight, but their 
loss was doubtless far in excess of 
that.

What right have, we to 
freedoxà or What safegnardsj for 
maintainizig' it, if - ' wè> permit ' '¿nbh 
oppression and crmelty to exist at 
otur very doors? 


:*'The destruction of the,Maine was 
but an evfcdenoe of Spanish treach- 
ery and iSpanish tyranny. 
With 
this distraction of a battle ship and 
loss of lifl> in her harbor, the result 
of Spanish treachery and design, no 
self respecting nation in the world 
would halve withheld a declaration 
of war. 
While I speak to you today, 
the brave young patriots of this 
city, district and country are fight- 
ing in the field, for you and for me 
and for the world, in a battle for 
humanity that will cause forever to 
be clustered around their 
brave 
young heads and entwined around 
their proud young hearts the splen^ 
did distinction of patriots to hu- 
manity, martyrs to their country. 


THE WAR NOT A PARTY QUESTION. 


"This is not a party question and 
he who seeks so to turn it is faith- 
less alike to those who tight in the 
field and to himself, but I can say 
that had Cleveland, 
who stands 
without a party, in his 
admin- 
stration 
early acknowledged the 
belligerent rights of the Cuban 
patriots for whom we tight, they 
might have achieved their own in- 
dependence, and the flower of our 
youth, 
the treasure 
and blood 
might have been saved to us, but 
the war is now on and we must 
fight it through ; it is the part of 
patriotism to uphold it. Many may 
complain of what seems to be un- 
reasonable delays, but let us hope 
that it will now be prosecuted with 
vigor. 


"Never since the beginning of our 
history have our people been so 
united in a cause, evidencing itself 
in the national congress from the 
voting of $50,000,000 for national 
defense, the declaration of war, the 
removal of all political disabilities, 
the result of the war of the rebel- 
lion, down to the present 
hour. 
With this spirit always commend- 
able in a free people, let us all unite 
in the hope for a triumphant and 
speedy close of the war to the end 
that the rights of humanity may be 
restored, our flag and its honor up- 
held, and that the gallant boys who 
went boldly forth in response to the 
call of their country may soon re- 
turn to the bosoms of their families, 
where loved ones will greet them— 
loving wives, mothers and sisters 
will rejoice at their coming, and 
grateful citizens will accord them 
the dues of brave 
soldiers and 
Americans. 


HONOR FOIi TflK niCIiOKS. 


"Let us rejoice at this time in the 
great sea fight of Dewey and his 
seamen. 
Let us never fail to re- 
member those who do the 
fighting 
as well as those in command. Let 
us praise the exploits of Hobson 
and his men, and we know that the 
land forces, when they get to the 
field, will rival the bravery, the high 
daring and courage of the sea forces 
so far engag'id. Let us always re- 
member Fitzhugh Lee, the Virgin- 
ian, who braved the perils of Span- 
ish treachery and remained at his 
post of duty in Cuba to serve his 
country and which, though in civil 
life, almost equalled the bravery of 
the field. In all the progress of the 
war, brief though we think it will 
be, let us pray, fervently pray, that 
no evil may come to the American 
arms. 


"We are Americans, with the in- 
born traits of Americans, the spirit 
to do our patriotic duty and offer up 
all for our country. 
With patriotic 
soldiers in the field and patriotic 
hearts at home, we have, indeed, 
the evidence of strength of a united 
country. 
We may differ as to 
policies and as to means to the end, 
but the people are united and the 
heart of each beats for an early and 
honorable peace. 


INSIDIOUS PL HLIC ENEMIES. 


"In this time of popular en- 
thusiasm let us not neglect our 
material and important 
interests. 
These times of e.xigency and war 
gives the insidious public 
enemy 
the surest and safest means to op- 
press. " 


Congressman Robinson then went 
on to Say that a government should 
be more alert against its false pre- 
tended friends than against its open 
foes. 
Those who asked for special 
privileges and exemptions were and 
always would be enemies of the re- 
public. 
He quoted Lincoln, show- 
ing the martyred president's fear of 
the money power and then present- 
ed copious extracts from speeches of 
former Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, 
and Governor Pingree, of Michigan, 
to show that the privileged 
classes 
and representatives of the trusts 
and monopolies had taken refuge in 
the republican party. 
The money 
power, he said, was potent 
every- 
where—in the press, in the pulpit 
and in congress, which it invaded 
without blush or compunction. 


THE INCOME TAX. 


Continuing he said: 
•'The government may take the 
widow's son by draft, may take the 
husband from his wife and httle brood 
to light for his country, but dare not 
lay its fingers on the vast incomes of 
the aggregations of capital of the 
country to support that son, that hus- 
band in the field. If he be killed in 
fighting in defense of those vast estates 
the incomes cannot be taxed to pension 
his loved ones left behind without sup- 
port, but this great govérnraent can lay 
a tax on sugar that is eaten by that old 
mother, that disconsolate wife, those 
little children, their necessaries can be 
taxed to pay it. 


"This is because the supreme court 
in 1896 decided, by a vote of five to 
four of the nine judges of that cotirt, 
that the United ¡States government 
could not tax the wealthy by an income 
tax. 
How close the decision, how 
doubtful, and one judge of the live 
first decided that the act was valid and 
then afterwards changed his opiuioho » 


"The supreme court of the Ünited, 
States live times, from 179(5 to 1880, 
had decided that incomes coùld be 
taxed, these reâWéctive decisions had 
been made b^bVei*'forty ^judges of thé 


tapreme éo^rt; without a 
Toice, and this right to tax i ^^ 
stood as the law for a hundri 
years. The first of these decisions up- 
holding the law was made by a court, 
two of whose judges were members of 
the conyention that m a d e the consti- 
tusion. : Under that law, which stood, 
the test of a century, this government 
during the civil war 
tax 


laWs. 
They 
were? 1 divided; cdiisti- 
tuti<M^al and many ¿diiiions each year 
were. collected during the war and 
after the round sum of $347,000,000 
having been collected as the fruit of 
the civil war measures. The demo- 
crats in the house introduced this in- 
come tax bill and voted for it, and the 
republicans voted against it, under the 
influence of party leaders and it was 
defeated. 


"What will that party urge as an ex- 
cuse for this action V Will they urge 
the decision of the court^ decision by 
five judges out of nine aim one of the 
five so üoubtful that he did not know 
where he was at till later? 
Would 
Lincolft have followed the supreme 
court if he had been in congress, if a 
decision had been made to tax the 
people and release the rich ? 


"Courts have been many times mis- 
taken; judges of the courts have many 
times changed their minds; indeed, 
this last decision overrules live other 
decisions by five other courts of su- 
preme judges. Hut what else do we 
find? 
There luive heen two elianges; 
two judges retired and new judges ap- 
pointed since the income tax decision. 
Why not submit this great (luestion to 
them now as to whether the lu'st live 
decisions of eminent judges were right 
or whether the last pne w.is wrong? 


NO DEKKNCE FOU UKP L" ii 1>I(; AXS. 
"The reasons wliy it should have been 
done are s t r o n g a n d overposveringc, and 
n o d e f e n s e c a n b»' olTered by t h e m a n - 
agers of t h e republican 
p a r t y lor n o t 
passing, a t t h e present session, a n in- 
coin» t a x law to compel tlie wi'll favor- 
ed a n d e a r n i n g power ui" the c o u n t r y to 
pay its share of w a r taxes, instead of 
piling it m o u n t a i n high on t h e con- 
s u m e r . 
W h y w a s it n o t d o n e ? T h e 
answer is, the power of wealth is great. 
It was great with Cleveland; it is great 
with this administration." 


THE DINOLEY 
BILL. 


After reviewing somewhat the his- 
tory of the republican tariff law, Mr. 
Robinson said: 


"The Dingley tariff bill is the god- 
father and godmother of trusts and 
combines, designed and upheld to hold 
the people up. The trusts exist today 
in this country as numerous as alli- 
gators in a Florida stream and to the 
average citizen they bear a form as 
hideous as that uncouth reptile. No 
one can and but few will try to defend 
them. 
How could they exist in a coun- 
try it" they were not fostered by the 
law of that country ? 
Why do you not 
destroy them? 
Again you are con- 
fronted with the power of money. 
They demanded a recompense for their 
contributions to tlie republican cam- 
paign f u n d ol' Usitf, a n d they got it in 
t h e 
f o r m of t h e Dingley 
bill, 
with 
r a t e s so high as to destroy its r e v e n u e 
p r o d u c i n g (luality which is t h e only 
legitimate a n d constitutional purpose 
of a r e v e n u e bill, a n d races so high a s 
to encourage the industries of tlie east 
and make you western people pay 
tariff. 


"One of the best evidences of the in- 
elliciency of a tariil" measure in its ap- 
propriate objects is its failure to pro- 
duce revenue. As a revenue producer. 
Allison said that under normal con- 
ditions it would be from S25.0;i(),u()0 to 
.•?80,0()O.0(K) short. Teller placed it be- 
tween 
S4()JH)(),(KHf and 8(;O,(KK),0(M) and 
both are republican senators. 
Dingley 
w^ould never admit it, but kept still on 
the subject. As an oppressor of toil it 
immediately sliowed itself in the re- 
reduction of the wages of labor in 
the eastern mills, and the strikes 
that followed, on the part of those who 
were told that if they voted for gold 
their wages would be raised and full 
time to labor would be given. 


TUE NEW TARIFF. 


"Of one t h i n g you c a n rest assured, 
a n d t h a t is, if a n y benelit comes to this 
middle w e s t e r n c o u n t r y it will be at- 
t r i b u t a b l e to other causes a n d n o t im- 
mediately or r e m o t e l y to t h e Dingley 
bill. 
T h e trusts, however, c o n t i n u e to 
prosper u n d e r its benelicent protection. 


"Before discussing in brief the war 
tax measure let me say that every 
patriotic citizen of every party will 
say that the president will have every 
dollar and every man needed for an 
early and successful prosecution of the 
war. All parties and all citizens are 
united to that end. In neither tlu; 
war of the revolution, in the war of 
1S12, during Madison's term, in the war 
of ^léxico during Polk's term, nor in 
the great war of 1S61 and IHtio was 
there such a unanimous support of par- 
ties. In those wars the president did 
not hav(! unanimous suj^port of the 
party or the people. The president 
has today the, support of all in ttiis war 
of liumanity. 


"All should, in a non-partisan way 
uphold his hands, and those who take 
advantage of the times to forward 
their special interests are not near so 
good friends of the republic as those 
who are free from partisanship in their 
support. lie that seeks to gain for 
his party in this exigency a superior 
credit, does himself no credit as a citi- 
zen, and retlects, in so far as such a 
one can, upon his country, which is 
united in the cause. 


"The war revenue bill was designed 
by the same hands that formed the 
Dingley bill, lender the domination 
of the same iniluence that drafted that 
revenue measure, we find in some of 
its features traces of the line Italian 
hand. There was not the slightest 
pretext for plunging this for future 
generations into bearing bonded debt, 
if those best able to bear the burdens 
would have been willing to pay. 


BONDS OF THE LAST WAU. 


"We have a thousand millions of 
bonds of the last war yet to pay. Many 
of you remember the payment by the 
government of large premiums for the 
privilege of paying many of the bonds 
in advance in Harrison time. Many 
reasons exist why bonds should never 
be issued till necessary beyond a per- 
adventure, and when necessary should 
be slowly issued and only as needed. 
When money is needed in the treasury 
there will be a thousand enterprises to 
consume it, to plunder it, to waste it, 
to steal it." 


Continuing, Mr. Robison demonstra- 
ted that the war revenue bill imposed 
the burdens of the war on the poor and 
largely exempted the wealthy; that 
stress of war was made to serve as an 
opportunity to saddle the enormous 
burden of half a billion dollars' worth 
of interest bearing bonds on the peo- 
ple, and that the democratic party in 
congress stood for the people, opposing 
the issue of bonds and favoring an 
issue of treasury notes and the coinage 
of the silver seignorage. 


TUE MONEY (¿UESTI0N. 


In taking up a discussion of the 
financial issue Congressman Robison 
paid a splendid tribute to democracy's 


t leader, whom he designated as 
**that great captain in the fight, that 
peerless orator, that great stateman, 
that pure and courageous man of the 
people, William Jennings Bryan." 
There was a great outburst of enthus- 
iasm as the orator concluded his refer- 
ence to the eloquent Nebraskan. Mr. 
Robinson continued, saying: 


"The great money question will be 
again to the front and will continue to 
be an issue until it is settled right. All 
democratic conventions will re-alTirm 
the Chicago platform of 1890, and the 
masses can well rally around that 
standard and do battle with the money 
host again, and who, by their argument 
from the mint limited the vote for the 
free coinage of silver to 6,500,000 votes 
as against only 500 (XK) more for the op- 
position, and which majority was won 
on a promise for international bimet- 
alism and is represented by the major- 
ities in three of the states of the east, 
the home of the privileged and money 
classes of New York, Massachusetts 
and Pennsylvania. 


"One-fourth of the world outside of 
the Ignited States uses silver as their 
only money. 
Millions of silver is used 
as subsidiary coin by the gold standard 
countries, because gold cannot be used 
for small coin. 


"With this great comparative power 
of the United .states an establishment 
of the free coinage of silver will estab- 
lish the ratio and give to the people 
both gold and silver as standard money 
and thus place them where they have 
been from the beginning of the gov- 
ernment till 1873, when silver was de- 
monetized without the consent of the 
people or the knowledge of congress. 


l>EMOCUACV FOIi UIMETALLISM. 
"The democratic party are in favor 
of a rettu-n to the money of the consti- 
t u t i o n for the f r e e coinage of gold a n d 
silver w i t h o u t any discrimination. W e 
a r e in f a v o r of t h e p a y m e n t of t h e 
bonds of t h e I ' n i t e d .States in either 
gold or silver a t t h e option of t h e 
grovernment. 
F o r these principles t h e 
d e m o c r a t s 
in 
congress 
voted a n d 
against t h e m on each occasion t h e re- 
publicans voted. 


"We are for the Chicago platform of 
IS'.Hj. the St. Louis platform for bi- 
metallism will not deceive again. In 
I8iH; congress appropriated 
for 


the purpose of sending a monetary 
commission abroad to secure bimetal- 
lism. It was necessary that something 
should be done to secure relief to our 
industries and the people. 
Twenty- 
live years under the gold standard has 
transferred more than oiu^-half ol the 
wealth of the nation and the world to 
a comparatively few capitalists. Sev- 
enty-one per cent, of the wealth of the 
country in the hands of H» i)er cent, of 
its people while lo per cent, of the 
people have but 2U der cent, of its 
property. 


"We are told that our financial policy 
cannot 
stand without the assistance 
of the gold countries of Europe, in 
short without the assistance of Kng- 
land. 


"J.et us a p p r e c i a t e o u r power, o u r 
own 
g r e a t 
s t r e n g t h a s a nation, as a 
factor in t h e world. 
Statistics 
show 
t h a t in some t)f tlie industrial forces 
t h a t m a k e u p t h e powers of t h e world, 
t h e I ' n i t e d States is one-half of t h e 
world, in m a n y 
one-third in most one- 
f o u r t h of t h e whole 
power of t h e 
world. 


"In this crisis the course of democ- 
racy is open to no middle ground. If 
our party does not turn the govern- 
ment into its proper and cojjstitutional 
channels and to its proper objects, no 
other party will. In every great policy

EXPLOIT OF HOBSON. 


No Parallel to His Achievement 


lu Naval History. 


His Exact Position and Kank in the Navy 
and Why it is 8o DinVcult to Ke- 
ward niiTi. 


[Park Benjamiu in tho iDdcpendenl.l 


Just what Hobson did was this : 
The harbor of Santiago lies 
about 
five miles fi-om the sea, with which 
it communicates by a narrow chan- 
nel, which near the mouth is only- 
some 400 feet in width. 
The collier 
Merrimac was between 300 and 400 
feet in length, and she had on board 
2,000 tons of coal. 
Obviously if she 
could be sunk crosswise the narrow 
part of the channel she would block 
it as effectually as would a reef of 
rock, and so prevent the Spanish 
fleet in the harbor from getting out. 
Hobson hung an anchor at her bow 
and another one at her stern, and 
arranged them so that they could be 
let go at will. 
He also fastened tor- 
pedoes along lier side in such, posi- 
tion th.at when they were exploded 
they would not only cave her in but 
smash the partitions separating the 
compartments into which her hull 
was divided. This done, he steamed 
into the channel, and when he 
reached the narrow place dropped 
the bow anchor. 


The ship swung by her cable to 
Ihis as a pivot, under the influence 
of the tide and her own momentum, 
and so turned crosswise the chan- 
nel. 
At that moment he droi^ped 
the siern anchor, so that she be- 
came moored by cables at both bow 
and stem, and hence held exactly 
t ran verse the channel. 
Then he 
oiiened the valves which let water 
into the ship, and, with his men, 
took to a raft, to which he had led 
the electric wires 
communicating 
with his torpedoes. 
After the raft 
1 ad been rowed a safe distance from 
Ihe ship he turned on the electric 
c urrent, the torpedoes exploded, the 
Merrimac sank 
and became no 
longer a ship but a harbor-bar of 
coal and steel. 
And this was done 
under the concentrated fire of sev- 
eral batteries of heavy guns. The 
(hances were enormously against 
success. 
Not only was the ship her- 
self liable to be shot to pieces, but 
there were thickly planted mines on 
the bottom of tho channel, any one 
of which could blow her up. 
Then 
her crew might all be killed before 
' Fhe reached tho desired spot. The 
odds were tremendous, but tho in- 
ventor of the scheme took 
them— 
a n d w o n . 


There is no parallel to the achieve- 
ment in the history of naval war- 
fare. 
Somers blew up tho ketch in 
the harbor of Tripoli ; and Gush- 
ing "s dash upon the Albemarle was 
superb. 
But these men had simply 
to go a definite point and destroy 
quickly, trusting to good fortune to 
escape with their lives. 
Both of 
them crept to their destination in 
l i t t l « 
v e s s e l s 
u n d e r 
c o v e r 
of t L e 
r.ight. 
H o b s o n s t e a r a e d 
i n t o t h a t 
c h a n n e l w i t h a h u g e 
4,000 t o a ship 
in jjlain v i e w of t h e batteries, 
m o v e d 
to a particular spot, maneuvered his 
vessel in a particular way and sank 
L er in a particular i^osiiion under a 
bail of shot and shell which ren- 
dered the chances of success appar- 
tntly infinitely remote. 
To con- 
c e i v e t h a t t h e t h i n g could b e douo 
at all was an inspiration ; to be will- 
ing to attempt it argued a degree of 
personal courage which is heroic ; 
to do it cooly, deliberately p^nd with 
1 rofessiontl certainty under 
that 
fearful fire showed an intelligent 
intrepidity which ia marvelous. 


Of course the feat might not have 
Leon difficult to a skillful 
seaman 
under ordinary conditions and in 
X^eace times. We demonstrated that 
1o the great disgust of the Span- 
iards some twenty-five years ago. 
It was nt the time of the Virginius 
trouble. 
A powerful Spanish vrar 
f-hip was then in New York harbor ; 
her bottom had become very foul 
with weeds and barnacles, so she 
asked and received permission to go 
into the dry dock at the Brooklyn 
navy yard to get cleaned 
I'hat was 
her location when the relations be- 
tween the United States and Spain 
became so strained that war seemed 
imminent. 
There was no legal way 
of detaining the Spanish ship on tb.e 
one hand, while on the other it was 
very inexpedient tfhat she should be 
let out to attack tho remains of 
what once had been the United 
States navy. 
While this was being 
deeply considered a tow of coal 
barges came drifting along the East 
river on the Brooklyn side, and by 
a singular coincidence one of them 
managed to sink right in front of 
the dry dock. 


Of course, it was regrettable and 
efforts were made to clear the way ; 
"but the work somehow was re- 
tarded, there were great diificul- 
ties about it; and so that barge did 
not get raised until after tlie v.^ar 
flurry had passed over. 
Moariwhiie 
t h e 
S p a n i s h 
m a n - o f - w a r 
s t a y e d 
bottled up; just as Admiral Cer- 
vera's fleet is at the present t ime, 
but the lesson seems to have passed 
unheeded. 


But to return^to Hobson, who is a 
"youngster" of 27. He was grad- 
uated at the top of his class ('89) at 
Annapolis, and in accordance with 
the custom of selecting the highest, 
graduates for special work, was de- 
tailed to the construction corps and 
sent abroad for study. 
There seem 4 
to be much misunderstanding about 
his present position and rank. 
Th i 
construction corps is- one of the 
staff divisions of the navy. 
It is 
not the engineer corps, which is en- 
tirely distinct from it. Its busines ^ 
is to design ships, and oversee their 
ljuilding and repairs. 
In 
other 


words, it is a corps of naval archi- 
tects ; and knowing this, 
Admiral 
Colomb, of the British navy, by the 
way, has been expressing great as- 
tonishment 
in 
the 
London 
papers 
that 
a 
mere 
na- 
val 
architect 
should 
have 
been 
given such perilous work to do, 
which in the admiral's opinion is of 
a character strictly pertaining to 
the military or line officer. 
But 
Hobson was an educated line officer 
before he became an architect. Be- 
sides every naval officer graduated 
from Annapolis is required to have 
a great variety of capabilities ; and, 
therefore, while to a foreign student 
a-ccnstonied 
to tho hard and fast 
drawing of lines between profes- 
sional specialties and the idea of a 
naval architect taking command of 
a desperate expedition undoubtedly 
seems the heignt of incongruity, to 
any one who understands the sort 
of education we give our men, there 
Ls nothing peculiar about it. The 
naval officor is supposed to know 
e v e r y t h i n g t h e r e is t o 
k n o w 
a b o u t 
¿hips, 
guns, 
a r m o r 
a n d e n g i n e s ; 
a n d w h a t h e h a p p e n s t o be called 
officially does n o t m o d i f y 
t h a t cir- 
c u m s t a n c e f u r t h e r t h a n t h a t i t indi- 
cates thafc ho is supposed also to 
know some one branch of the pro- 
fession in greater detail than the 
athers. 


Kobson liad already 
made his 
mark, youug as he is, before this 
invent, which has made him famous. 
He is one of tho ablest men in his 
corps, and a restless genius, not con- 
tent at all with slow 
development. 
Lie iyro})(;sed the teaching of naval 
'onstruction 
as a post graduate 
iouree at Anniipolis, and went there 
as its professor. 
That not proving 
Eufilcient outlet for his energies, 
lie astonished tbe red-tape strong- 
hold ill Wfi shingtoii by the audacious 
proposition that naval constructors 
•hould be sent to sea on cruising 
?hij)s. 
This was an astounding in- 
uovation ; for when had a naval 
constructor ever before been re- 
quested to leave dry landV 
He was 
not even 
amphiljious, like the ma- 
rines. 
Neverthole.ss, Hobson stuck 
r.o his point, and ¡-ai'l that tho best 
[)lace to ioEirn a'ijout v»'arshii.)s v.'as 
on war ships ; and that, inasniucb 
most oi" them wore more or less 
cxjiiirimental, 
common sionse, if 
nothing else, dictiited sending their 
bailders afloat in them to see the 
j.xusos of defects, and so learn the 
oruitor roinodios. 


Common sense prevailed, and that 
;)rcu.:rht Kobson on hnnrd the New 
York, in^tciid oC lc>av-ing him to get 
round shouldered over a drawing 
boai'd in some na vy yard ; and being 
i)a the Xew York, and the emerg- 
tincy arising, 
again that genius of 
hir, breaks loose, and ho locks up 
tho Spaniards in Santiago harbor in 
•i) astonishing 
a 
way thafc tlie 
c rarteous old Don forgets his official 
aninjosity, and showers his younger 
brother siiilor not ^vith shot and 
shell, but with 
tho iiowers of 
C-istilian compliments. 


Of course Hobson will be reward- 
ed, and generously, jis he ought to 
\>Q ; but it is a little difficult to sco 
i.iow this should be done. 
If wo 
•vere English ho would get the 
victoria Cr:.)S3 and psrhiips a K. C. 
W , and be Sir Richmond hereafter, 
receiving a substantial grant of 
'nonc-^y in addition. 
But tlie United 
"tates grants no titles or decora- 
rions to its ofilcers, and the law of 
•owards is very strict, and its al- 
lowance very rneagor. 
The i>resi- 
'lenc can promote him thirty num- 
\)ers in his grade, which ia ridic- 
•ilous, seeing that he is already the 
'>enior as,distant constructor. 


Ho may advaijco him one grade, 
vvhich is inade'-iuato, as he will be 
idvancod anyhow b}' action of law 
. ory shortly to fill a vacancy. The 
iumbor of naval cons'ructors above 
ium is Bn:all. 
There are tvvo of the 
runic of c/jptain, three of the rank of 
;r)mmandcr, twolvo of the r^ink of 
ieutenaat, and then comes Kobson ; 
v;) that there is not much room for 
>ro--notion in his own corps. 
More- 
iver, 
it 
may well be mistaken 
jounty to ank a young man toshoul- 
' 3r the grave re«})onsibi]ities which 
t.-quiro all the mature- skill and 
judgment of the naval architects of 
double his age v^ho aro at the top of 
•ho list, simply in order to give him 
lugmented rank. 
On the whole, 
Admiral C-olcorab was right, Mr. 
iol>son is an excellent naval con- 
•tructor, 
t tliere is a better fight 
.iig man lost in liim as long as he 
Slicks to his models and rules and 
lompnsses. 
lie lias shown a rare 
'lOility to pliin, organize and com- 
nand ; the ])roper place for him is 
fbat of junior commander in the 
line.

The last squad of thirteen recruits 
who left Fort Wayne in charge of 
Paul Zimmerman, arrived in camp 
June 21, about 2 o'clock and, of 
course, were given a welcome fully 
equal to that given to the other re- 
cruits who have recently joined us. 
This last squad had just an un- 
luck thirteen in their number, and 
some of the boys say they were ex- 
X»ecting to be dumped off the track 
almost any moment, and some even 
acknowledged that they were afraid 
they would be taken directly to 
Cuba without even being equipped 
with guns with which to defend 
themselves. 
Their number, thir- 
teen, might have been an unlucky 
one, but surely their experience does 
not bear out this superstition. They 
tell U3 that.at Lafayette, înd., where 
they were obliged t j change cars, 
they were taken in charge by Wil- 
liom 
McCormick, 
a 
restaurant 
keeper, whose phice of business is 
near tho Wabash depot, 
and ware 
all given a good dinner, which they 
say was as fine as they %ver en- 
joyed. 
And then, after dinner, the 
host provided hacks to transfer the 
men over to tbeir jjroper train, and 
all this was done without a,ny charge 
whatever, b3ing the compliments of 
Mr. MoOormick—his mark of patriot- 
ism and esteem for our soldier boys. 
The men say he is a jolly old soul 
and a man who knows how to prop- 
ei-ly treat a crovvd oc hungry sold- 
iers. 
At Cinciau-iti, th-3 boys re- 
port, thore were three long trains 
of new recruits, some of whom were 
going to Tamp 1, Fi.i., and s o j D t J 
Camp Thomas. 


The recraits who have îatyly corne 
into our c.imp all report that their 
trip from Fort Wayn-j to this camp 
was one of cDntinu'il pleasure, f'tv 
all along tho lino 
"old glory" was 
seen everywhere. 
Daring 
their 
day's ride peojjle crowded around 
the depots at every city and little 
station to stand and wave their hats 
and handkerchiefs as tho train car- 
rying the soldiers wont through, and 
wherever the train .sto^ipod flowers 
and sometimes fruits wore freel}'- 
passed in through the windows. 


The boys say that oven if there 
were connections broken at home 
that would naturally caime them

This last crowd of recruits were a 
little more fortunato, so far as work 
was concerned, thiin tho sqaad that 
arrived just a cou])Ie of days ahead 
of them, as most of the hard police 
duty had been finif;hed, and there 
was not very much for the last 
s<juad to do in that lino. 


Corporal John F. Vordermark has 
been given charge o f tbe new re- 
cruits to teach them tbe foot move- 
ments and elementary drills. Yes- 
terday ho took out a squad and 
efter drilling thoni for an hour or 
two, he thought he would give them 
a little diversion, and so took them 
up into the moimtains along Mission 
Ridge, and got them all lost. The 
boys say he was lost, too, for he led 
them around in such a wandering 
like manner for about two hours, 
and it was not until they had ran 
into a provost guard sevoml miles 
from camp that they learned where 
they were and wero directed to their 
camp quarters. 
Corporal Vorder- 
mnrk says he knew where he was 
all the time, but he cannot prove it 
by the boys who were with him. 


The recruits who have now been 
with us for several days have been 
given a chance to see and more 
forcibly realize the meaning of the 
often heard remark, "Soldier, will 
you work?" 
Bat they are all in the 
very best humor and when the 
bugle blows at 1 o'clock for general 
police duty they all fall in line like 
veterans, and go promptly to the

new recruits are not kept as a re-

The

in the extreme, 
iievi.ral fine plays 
were made, among which was an 
elegant double play by Barr, Coylo. 


and Mnngen, from third to second 
to first. The nine pulled together 
well, but were mnch hampered by 
very rocky umpiring. 
At the end 
of the game the score was announc- 
ed 19 to 12 in favor of the Fort 
Wayne battery boys. 


There are always some fellows in 
a camp of soldiers who are just 
dying to play some trick on a re- 
cruit and these fellows have had 
lots of fun in the last few days at 
the expense of some of the new re- 
cruits. 
Several of the new men 
were sent after all sorts of non- 
sensical things, the mere 
mention- 
ing of the name of the article to a 
soldier being the cause of a hearty 
laugh. The officers are always onto 
such tricks and whenever a man 
calls for a "butter check," "cannon 
trigger," "tent pillow," etc., they^ 
know at once that he is a new man 
and that something is up, and, of 
course, they explain that they are 
j ast out of the article and then send 
the fellow over to some other quar- 
ters.

THE TRAMP PROBLEM 


How They are Solving it iu New 
Jersey. 


OraoK*) Has a Liodglntf House to Which 
Tramps Mudt Go and Where Tiiey 
Must Work. 


The city of Orange, N. J., deals 
with the tramp problem in a most 
practical manner, and were the 
same plan adopted in Fort Wayne, 
the people would not long suffer 
from this cause. The report of the 
Orange Bureau of Associated Char- 
ities, just issued, contains an ac- 
count of how the perigrinating fel- 
lows are cared for, the main feat- 
ures of which are embraced in the 
following extract: 


' The house was open from the 
13fch of December until the 27th of 
March, 104 nights, and while fewer 
different men were lodged this year 
than last, more nights' lodgings 
were given, and the men seemed to 
be of a rather better class than 
h e r e t o f o r e .

is obliged to earn his living, he 
ceases to be a tramp.

A great many people who 
havo given the question study and 
investigation believe that in this 
pla.n is contained the solution of the 
tramp evil, and so far as tried it 
seems to jjrove itself.

hoped that before another year our

There Are Thonsands of Miles of Subter- 
ranean Rivers In Kentucky. 


Mr. J o h n 
R. Proctor, 
formerly 
etate geologist 
of Kentucky, h a s 
written an article for T h e Century 
on " T h e M a m m o t h Cave of Ken- 
t u c k y . " 
Mr. Proctor says: 


Passing southward through Ken- 
tucky on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railway the obseivant traveler 
will notice that about 40 miles from 
Louisville 
t h e road 
climbs Mul- 
drow's hill, which is t h e northern 
escar])niont of an elevated limestone 
])lateau slojiing gently to the south 
and wo.'^t. 
The road traverses this 
plateau for about 100 miles and de- 
scend.-^ a southei'u 
escaiimieiit into 
the basin of central Tennessee. 
In 
this distance only three streams are 
crossed—Noliii, Green and Biirren 
rivers—and lietween these rivers tlio 
entire suriac«^ drainage i)asses away 
through subterranean channels, giv- 
ing 
to a curious "sinlc hole'' 
topograjihy which is jieculiar to this 
region. 
These 
circular and oval 
.-haped deiiressions ai-o so numerous 
that in places tho rims almost touch 
one another, and one can soruetimes 
count several hundred to the square 
mile. 
T h r o u g h vents at the bottom 
of these sinks tho surface 
water 
jiass'es downward 
into caverns and 
underground streanis,emptying into 
the 
above 
nanieil rivers 
thrijugh 
arched ways near ^vater level and in 
places beneath t h e surface of the 
rivers. 


The surface rock of this plateau 
is the subcarboniferous 
limestone, 
which is here several himdred feet 
thick, a massive, remarkably homo- 
geneous rock, w-ith no intervening 
strata of sliale or sandstojie, condi- 
tions iiiost favorable fcjr the forma- 
tion of caverns. 
Consequently' this 
roiiion 
contains 
n:!<jre antl 
larger 
caves in ;! given area tbnn any other 
region in t h e world. 
In Edmonson 
county, where the celebrated Mam- 
moth cave is located, it is claimed 
that there a r e as m a n y as 500 known 
caverns. 


A range of hills of uniform height, 
running parallel ^vith tlie railway 
and several miles distant, will Ijcj 
observed to tlie north. 
On n^ai-er 
inspection tljis will be seen to be a 
level ])lateau rising out of the lime- 
stone plain and held up by a ca])- 
]iing of massive sandstone. 
It is 
beneath th(^ prot(^ction of tliis sand- 
stoiKi cappcd ]ilateau that tlu; larger 
cares are found. 
Green i-iver has 
cut through this ¡¡lateau to a deiitli 
f)f abijiit 320 feet, and as tlio sand- 
stone c:ij) is aljout To feet thick v,-e 
find about li-'o feet of m a s s n i ; lime- 
stone eA])oscd above the drainage 
level. 
As some of the domes and 
uiJi;v'r a venires of 1ho caves extend 
up to tlie base of tbe sandstone and 
some d(jwn to the drainai^e level we 
tlius liave 2."J0 feet as the present 
limit f)i tlie vertical extension of 
tliese caves. 
The' evidence is con- 
clusive that these caves have bf.'en 
cut down to correspond with tho 
deepening of the channel cut by 
Green river. 
In the region imme- 
diately abjng the line of the rail- 
way, v,-here the sandstone 
ca]i]iing 
and tbe ujiper limestone liave been 
r<'tnoved 
by erosion, tbe caverns 
have less vertical extension and cor- 
res])ond to tb.e lower avenues of tbo 
Mamnu)th and other caves to t b e 
north. Doubtless large caverns. <"or- 
responding to those now jemaininLi 
beneath t h e sandstone jilateau exist- 
ed here ))efore t h e upper mf niber of 
the limestone was eroded from this 
area. 


There is no means of estimating 
tho extent of tlie caverns anfl sub- 
terranean streain.s in this rej^ion. 
Every one of tbe innumerable de- 
pressions, or sink holes—save where 
the vents have been closed, 
thus 
f o r m i n g ponds—communicates with 
an 
underground channel or cave, 
and t h e aggregate length of such 
channels has been 
estimated at 
m a n y thousands of miles. 
Nor can 
we form a n y estirnato of t h e num- 
ber and extent of large caverns yet 
undiscovered. 
But for t h e erosion 
caused by a small stream 
cutting 
through t h e roof of M a m m o t h cave 
the present entrance would not have 
been broken oi>en, and this, the 
greatest of caves, m i g h t liave re- 
mained unknown. 
.Sev(;ral «jther of 
tho largest and most beautiful caves 
in this region have been found by 
acGident. 
Hidden grandeurs doubt- 
U'fcis r e t .remaini,,entombed beneaih 
ibe 'wtensive mjliands reacbinij' out 


on both sides of Green river. 


In crossing t h e southern u^iland 
we come upon oval shayied limestone 
valleys, surrounded on all sides ]jy 
a sandstone rim, with no outlet save 
t h r o u g h vents in the bottom. These 
valleys iire sometimes hundreds of 
aci'es in extent, and are probably 
foi-med by t h e falling in of exten- 
sive caverns, the debris, disintegrat- 
ed b y t h e elements, being 
carried 
away 
t h r o u g h 
the 
subterranean 
channels. 
The fact 
that 
existing 
caves under tbe hills 
surrounding 
these 
valleys 
have 
been 
found 
thr(jugh entrances in the sides of 
some of the valleys is an indication 
that this m a y have been the condi- 
tion.

e^'^s or e.£?i< gourds used for nest eggs 
will p r e v e n t thi.s. 
The tester, such as 
we havi> several times described, siiows 
C4:iiirl n.-ive!y whetiier an egg is fresh or 
nor. 
A iM rfectly fresh egg is clear and 
no air .«pace can be .«een in the large 
end. As the egg getsohler this air space 
enlarges until it finally occupies half 
the (H_,'g. A perfectly fresh egg will not 
shake—that i.«;. the contents will not 
shake when the egg is shaken, no mat- 
ter liow violently, but eggs cannot stand 
the constant little jarring, such as trans- 
portation in the cars. 
Even if eggs are 
fresh when started, if carried 50 or 
more 
miles they will shake a little 
when re(-eived at the destination. The 
old fasliiont^l test for egg.s is the wat«r 
tesr. 
Take a large pau filled three or 
four f o r m o r e ) inches with water. Place 
a 11 timber of eggs therein. 
Those eggs 
th;it lay ou tiieir side ou the bottom are 
fresh. 
The ones that stand up on the 
small end tiro stale tind those that float 
are bad.—Agricultural Epitomist.

Clubs Will 
Loaccv Sell to Tftefv. Mem- 
bers by tlio Box—Big: Stocks Depleted. 
Importers Can See Only Tronble Ahead. 
Cause of the Fumine. 


Long before the war with Spain be- 
gan tbe air was filled with prophecies 
of a tobacco famine. 
The Cuban rebel- 
lion was on, but still there was genuine 
Cuban tobacco to be bad. As tbe rebel- 
lion dragged along stories were beard 
about the price of tobacco going up and 
the quality going down, but Havana 
tobacco was still to ho bad for a price. 
Now tiio worst thing possible has hap- 
pened. The importers knew all about it 
some time ago, but it fell upon tbe 
smokers nnawares, and this is how the 
nowr, went about: 


Fumator sends to the club steward 
and orders "two boxes of the same 
kind. ' ' 
Word comes back from tbe 
steward, " Very sorry, sir, but I cannot 
accommodate 
you." 
Fumator 
sends 
again, "Let mo havo one box," to 
which the stew^ard answers in person to 
say: " I t is impossible. 
The governors 
have directed that no more imported 
cigars .shall he sold by the^box. " Fuma- 
tor is furious. 
"Very weil, I'll change 
iny club. ' ' Then the steward explains a 
little: 
" I t 
won't 
do any good, sir. 
They're all in tho same boat. Our stock 
is almost gone, and tho importers won't 
sell to us. 
"Wo must make tho supply 
we have last as long as possible and 
give everybody a chance while it lasts. 
Very sorry, sir, but you'll have to learn 
to liko Key Wests and domestics, sir, 
in a little while. " 


The stcw^ard is right. 
The hard luck 
story fronx the clubs is also true. 
One 
of tho largest clubs in New York, a 
club that a j^ear ago bought over 150,- 
000 Havana cigars from a single im- 
porting house in the city, is almost in 
sight of its last cigar. 
It had laid in 
such a heavy stock over tho v/intcr that 
it was willing to sell to m3mbers in 
any quantity for almost any price, and 
now it will not sell a box at any price. 
The most that Fumator can get is a 
handful. Fumator doesn't like the situ- 
ation or th-^' prospect. 
He goes down 
town to lay in a supply of his own, and 
be tackles a largo importer, the second 
largest in tho city, but be cannot buy a 
box from him. 
Ho can buy a little 
larger quantity than at the club, but 
not enough to last him a week. Ho asks 
why, and thou the import<?r says; 


"If you wfTo au aid customer, we 
jiiight let j'oii have a box, hut we could 
not extend tb.at courtosy to you very 
long. In a little while all smokers will 
be in the same class, and the domestic 
market, whifh is flooded now, will have 
a 1 i'om. 
Vv'e i'liut down on tho clubs, 
hotels and fixfes abinit a fortnight ago, 
not arbitrarily, but because wo had to. 
Cliili.s tluit have bcon 
buying 
5,000 
cig:ir,i a month from us can't got 50 
now. Hovr cm wo favor tho individual 
smolcor th( n. "wlien wo can't favor such 
custome rs? 
You have been having Ha- 
vana cigars u good deal longer than 
anybody who knew thought you would, 
but by tb.e 
iuie tho summer is over a 
fro:;! Havana will bo worth while 
locki:;.^' at.

• The Spanish 
government and thé 
Spanish people now stand confronting a 
military situation which they confess to 
be absol^utely hopeless. As tbis was from 
the first" a necessary preliminary to a 
treaty of peace its undoubted existence 
today may safely be said to make the 
prospect of an early end of the war 
brighter than most of us expected it to 
be by this time. 


Tbe truth is tbe collapse of Spain 
has been swifter than anybody could 
bave foreseen. 
She has managed to 
avoid bankruptcy so far, though her 
finances ^re in ruiiibus condition, but 
ber frigbtfTal display of administrative 
ineiBciwcy and the pitiful ligture ber 
navy aud fortifications have cut bave 
lost her the possibility of allies and 
have bowed the Spanish people in hu- 
miliation and despair. A victory at the 
beginning, or at least a semblance of 
one, was absolutely essential to tbe 
game Spain was playing. 
She not only 
hoped for this, but she apparently bad 
reason to expect it. Good judges ou the 
continent and in England, who had no 
doubt 
of 
Spain's 
ultimate 
defeat, 
thought and said that she might win 
the first successes. If we bad rmshed our 
raw recruits to Cuba to face Blanco's 
veterans, tho story might have been dif- 
ferent, but as all the operations so far 
have been naval and as Spain's naval 
power is turning out a ridiculous, al- 
most an imaginary, quantity the prick- 
ing of tho biibblo has come earlier than 
could have been predicted. 


Wo probably arc not yet able fully 
to measiu-o the great moral cffect in 
this connectiou of Dewey's surprising 
succe.sj at Manilla within ten days of 
declaring war. 
It was not simply the 
skill and gallantry ho disjDlayed, not 
simply tho revelation ho gave the world 
that tiîc old traditions of the American 
nav3' had 
been worthily maintained. 
There was more in his victory than all 
that. 
His stroke not only laid low the 
Spanish fleet, but also laid baro tho 
corrupt and feeble system of Spanish 
administration. Consider what the peo- 
Ijle had been told about tho defenses of 
Manilla! The prime minister stated in 
tho cortei- that it wor.id bo found noth- 
in:.: bad l-vt n negk ctcd. 
On the very 
eve of the b.attie the minister of marine 
said tî at everything v>;is as it should 
be ill tbo Piiilipx)inc.s, and that "very 
siiorrly the !-:rI( lidor cf victory would

The woman w h o is not a meinber of ^ 
war relief association of some sort is tho 
exception. 
The meetings of these organ- 
izations have almost entirely taken tho 
place of such gatherings as pink teas, lit- 
erary afternoons and ethical culture ses- 
sions. 
Scores of societies, little and big, 
are either running along smoothly, but 
busily, or are yet in the throes of organi- 
zation. 


All have the same general purpose, to 
provide a channel through which the pa- 
triotic enthusiasm of the American wom- 
an may bo directecL 
Each member wants 
to do something, be it ever so little, to- 
ward the work of waging war. 
Some of 
the societies fire merely village organiza- 
tions, entirely local in character and inter- 
ested only in the welfare of the little com- 
pany of hoirrp soldiers wlio are away at 
the front. Others are branches of aseocia- 
tions which are national in scope. 


The Rod Cross, although the only one 
directly recojinized by the government, is 
by no means the sole organization through 
which relief work may be tlono. 
It is ti'ue 
that President McKinlcy has advised 
a 
union of tdl relief societies a n d that steps 
have been tau-cn to aeeoinpbsh this end, 
but It is unlikely that thi.sVill ever be ac- 
compli.shcd. All women may bo patriotic, 
but it is useless to ask them all to work 
in the same way and use the same methods. 


A m o n g the moat popular of tho relief 
associations arc those which have for their 
special purpoHc tlie carhiir for the families 
of soldiers. 
This effort has b^en warmly 
recommended 
by Governor Hastings of 
Pennsylvania, who In a recent letter to ex- 
Govcrnor Patt'.son said: 


"Despite tlie efforts of the commanding

enlistment 
those who eo dd not go without doing In- 
justice to their families, it has been forci- 
bly brought to iny attention that in many 
parts of the stjjte families have been left 
either in present want or apprehension of 
it in the near- fufure. 
The people are re- 
sponding and meetincr those 
conditions 
with the u.sv.al generosity and patriotism 
of our citizens.

ONE CUBAN CABLE 


REMAINS TO tfE CUT. 


WASHINGTON, June 23,—The is- 


land of Cuba is, to the best knowl- 
edge of the officials here, still con- 
nected with the outside world with 
only one cable save those crossing 
to Key West, and the war depart- 
ment, through General ttreely, is 
not relaxing its efforts to cut that 
last link. This runs into the island 
at Santiago, crossing from Kings- 
ton, Jumiac*, and belongs to an 
English company. 
For several 


weeks past it has been known that 
this cable was in working order and 
the St. Louis has been trying dej- 
perately to out it. 


In addition the cable steamer 


Mancel is to be assigned to the task 
and between the two it is hoped that 
the sable will soon be cut. The dif- 
liculties in the way of accomplish- 
ing this are very much greater than 
in the case o: any of the other Cu- 
ban cables. 


The Kingston cable was laid fully 


twenty years ago aud has been 
covered with barnacles and marine 
deposits until its original size has 
been increased to that of a man'a 
arm. In addition to that the cable is 
completely covered with silt and soa 
weed *o that it is almost impossible 
(or the ordinary grappling irons 
used by steamers to catch hold of it, 
unless they should strike the cable 
at some point where it hung over a 
depression in the bottom. 
Even 


when eanghr. in the grappling irons, 
the cable is of such a weight, owing 
to the marine deposits upon its sur- 
face, that it would be almost be- 
yond the power of any lifting ap. 
paratns on board an ordinary ship 
to hoist it to the surface from the 
vast depths in which it lies. On 
the south coast of, Cnba, within a 
mile of the shore, the 
bottom 


pitches suddenly downward to tha 
depth of more than a mile, and it is 
exceedingly difficult to pick. np a 
cable in such water. 


General Greely's boat had done 


this on at least one occasion and 
thereby earned the admiration of 
the professional cable layers, who 
are often engaged for weeks at a 
time in thf Atlantic trying ,to raise 
a cable. The last cable pulled np 
lay at a depth of one and one-sixth 
miles from the surface and its 
weight was enormous. Probably it 
will he much easier to reach this 
Santiago and Kingston cable after 
the batteries and forts, lining the 
harbor entrance 'and just above, 
have been rednoad, for then the 
cable cutting boat will be able to 
go intoshoaler water near the shore,, 
from which it is now excluded by 
the fire of the batteries.

WASHINGTON, L>. C., June 2i.— 


The proposition to attack the coast 
of Spain itself while not having pro- 
gressed, to any definite stago.bas not 
been abandoned by the administra- 
tion. 


On the contrary it has been the 


subject of some earnest discussion 
in administration circles though it 
has gained no serious attention in 
the deliberations of the cabinet as a 
body. 


The plan as informally discussed 


looks to taking a number of our 
first battleships with a sufficient 
flotilla of colliers and supply vessels 
and making war on the large cities 
along the Spanish coast. In this 
connection the statement of a cabi- 
net official today that he favors an 
early ordering of about ten of our 
vessels of the first rating with or- 
ders to carry what would be needed 
in the course of so long a journey, 
to be taken away from our fleet in 
Cnba and sent direct on this mission 
is significant. 


He said he believed that until 


some such work as that is done by 
onr forces the government of Spam 
will fail to appreciate the resources 
of the government with which she 
is at war 


It should be distinctly under- 


stood, however, that there is no 
semblance of a conclusion as yet to 
take any such step in the fntnre.and 
while earnestly discussed, no pro-- 
ject of this nature had been laid be 
fore the official family of the presi- 
dent. 


This action, if it were taken at 


all, would involve the view that the 
vessels could easily be spared from 
the Cuban waters, and some mem- 
bers of the administration have no 
hesitation in saying that they might 
be easily spared before long without 
detriment to our campaign in Cuba. 


With reference to Havana it has 


been suggested that oar troops sur- 
round the city and take possession 
of the highlands so as to cover every 
point of approach and conduct a 
peaceful seige. The plan is yet ten- 
tative. 
It would do away with 


the li.rge 
fatalities that must 


necessarily follow an attempted im- 
mediate capture of the Spanish cita- 
del and also would locate onr troops 
in healthful regions. 
Probably not

ed should this plan be adopted.

"Of one thing yon can rest assured, 


and that is, if any benefit comes to this 
middle western country it will be at- 
tributable to other causes and not im- 
mediately or remotely to the Dingley 
bill. The trusts, however, continue to 
prosper under its beneficent protection. 


"Before discussing in brief the war 


tax measure let me say that every 
patriotic citizen of every party will 
s»y that the president will have every 
dollar and every man needed for an 
early and successful prosecution of the 
war. 
All parties and all citizens are 


united to that end, lu neither the 
war of the revolution, in the war of 
1812, during Madison's term, in the war 
of Mexico during Folk's term, nor in 
the great war of 1881 and 1863 was 
there such a unanimous support of par- 
ties. In those wars the president did 
not have unanimous support of the 
party or the people. The president 
has today the support of all in this war 
of humanity. 


All should, in a non-partisan way 


uphold his hands, and those who take 
advantage of the times to forward 
their special interests are not near so 
good friends of the republic as those 
who are free from partisanship in their 
support. He that seeks to gain for 
his party in this exigency a superior 
credit, does himself no credit as a citi- 
zen, and reflects, in so far as such a 
one can, upon his country, which is 
united in the cause. 


"The war revenue bill was designed 


by the same hands that failed the 
Dingley bill. Under the domination 
of the same influence that drafted that 
revenue measure, we find in some of 
its features traces of the flue Italian 
hand.

silver without any discrimination. We 
are in favor of the payment of the 
bonds of the United States in either 
gold or silver at the option of the 
government. For these principles the 
democrats in congress voted and 
against them on each occasion the re- 
publicans voted. 


"We are for the Chicago platform of 


18%. 
the St. Louis platform for bi- 


metallism will not deceive again. In 
18!« congress appropriated $lfti,ooo for 
the purpose of sending a monetary 
commission abroad to secure bimetal- 
lism. It was necessary that something 
should be done to secure relief to our 
industries and the people. Twenty- 
five years under the gold standard has 
transferred more than one-half of the 
wealth of the nation and the world to 
a comparatively few capitalists. Sev- 
enty-one per cent, of the wealth of the 
country in the hands of 10 per cent, of 
its people while 10 per cent, of the 
people have but 2» der cent, of its 
property.

factor in the world. Statistics show 
that in some of the Industrial forces 
that make up the powers of the world, 
the United States is one-half of the 
world, in many one-third in most one- 
fourth of the whole power of the 
world. 


"In this crisis the course of democ- 


racy is open to no middle ground. If 
our party does not turn the govern- 
ment into its proper and constitutional 
channels and to its proper objects, no 
other party will In every great policy 
inaugurated the issue of money is 
found against the issue of toil, the 
rich seeking to avoid taxation and to 
place it on the poor.

Obviously if she 
could be sunk crosswise the narrow 
part of the channel she would block 
it as effectually as would a reef of 
rock, and BO prevent the Spanish 
fleet in the harbor from getting out. 
Hobj on hung an anchor at her bow 
and another one at her stern, and 
arranged them so that they could be 
let go at will. He also fastened tor- 
pedoes aloag her side in such posi- 
tion that when they were exploded 
they would not only cave her in but 
smash the partitions separating the 
coianartmentB into which her hull 
was divided. This done, he steamed 
into the channel, aud when he 
reached the narrow place dropped 
the bow anchor.

The ship swung by her cable to 


this as a pivot, under the influence 
cf the tide and her own momentum, 
and so turned crosswise the chan- 
nel. 
At that moment he dropped 


the stern anchor, so that she be- 
came moored by cables at both bow 
and stern, and hence held exactly 
iranverse the channel. Then he 
opened tha valves which let water 
into the ship, and, with his men, 
took to » raft, to which he had led 
iho electric wires communicating 
with his torpedoes. After the raft 
J ad been rowed a safe distance from 
Ihe Bhip he turned on the electric 
current, the torpedoes exploded, the 
Merrimao sank and became no 
longer a ship bnt a harbor-bar of 
(oal and steel.

UNDERGROUND STREAMS. 


Then Are Thooiudi or Miles of Snbtn- 


raa*aai Blvcn 1& Ktvtncky. 


Mr. John B. Proctor, formerly 


etate geologist of Kentucky, has 
written an article for The Century 
on "The Mammoth Cave of Ken- 
tucky. " Mr. Proctor says: 


tucky on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railway the observant traveler 
will notice that about 40 miles from 
Louisville the road climbs Mul- 
drow'B hill, which is the northern 
escarpment of an elevated limestone 
plateau eloping gently to the south 
and west. The road traverses this 
plateau for about 100 miles and de- 
scends a southern escarpment into 
the basin of central Tennessee. In 
this distance only three streams are 
crossed—Noli n. Green and Barren 
rivers—and between these rivers the 
entire surface drainage passes away 
through subterranean channels, giv- 
ing rise to a curious "sink hole'1 
topography which is peculiar to this 
region. These circular and oval 
shaped depressions are so numerous 
that in places the rimsalmost touch 
one another, and one can sometimes 
count several hundred to tbe square 
mile. Through vents at the bottom 
of these sinks the surface water 
passes downward info caverns and 
underground Btreame.emptying into 
the above named rivers through 
arched waysnear water level and in 
places beneath the surface of the 
rivers. 


The surface rock of this plateau 


is the subcarboniferous limestone, 
which is here several hundred test 
thick, n massive, remarkably homo- 
geneous rock, with no intervening 
strata of ehale or sandstone, condi- 
tions most favorable for the forma- 
tion of caverns. Consequently this 
region contains more and larger 
caves in a given area than any other 
region in the world. In Edmongou 
county, where tho celebrated Mnm- 
moth cave is located, it is claimed 
that there are as many as 500 known 
caverns. 


A range of hills of uniform height, 


running parallel with the railway 
and several miles distant, will bo 
observed to tbe north. On nearer 
inspection this will be seen to be a 
level plateau rising out of the lime- 
stone plain and held up by a cap- 
ping of massive sandstone. It is 
beneath the protection of this sand- 
stone capped plateau that the larger 
caves aro found. Green river iiaa 
cut through this plateau to a depth 
of about 320 feet, and ns the Hand- 
stone cap in about 70 feet thick we 
find about 280 feet of massive lime- 
stone exposed above the drainage 
level. As some of the domes and 
upper avenues of tho caves extend 
up to tbe base of tbe sandstone and 
some down to tho drainage level we 
thus have 200 feet as the present 
limit of the vertical extension of 
these caves. The evidence is con- 
clusive that thwe caves have been 
cut down to correspond with the 
deepening of the channel cut by 
Green river. In tbe region imme- 
diately along tho line of the rail-

In crossing the southern upland 


we come upon oval shaped limestone 
valleys, surrounded on all sides by 
a sandstone rim, with DO outlet save 
through vents in the bottom. These 
valleys nre sometimes hundreds of 
acres in extent, mid are probably 
formed by tho falling in of exten- 
oi>c ituciun, meiieuris, uisimegrat- 
e<] by the elemeutB, beiag carried 
away through the subterranean 
channels. The fact that eiistiiig 
caves under the hills surrounding 
theee valleys have been found 
through entrances in the sides of 
some of the valleys is an indication 
that this may have been the condi- 
tion.

TRICKS OF THF DRAMA. 


Brand*!- Matthewc Comment* on the CM 


of tlie Alice Wtlllper. 


It is an indisputable necessity of 


thea;:ted drama that thp performers 
shall so pitch their voices as to be 
heard all over tbe house and that 
they shall so place themselves on 
the stage as to keep their faces visi- 
ble from all parts of the theater. 
These are both deviations from or- 
dlrriry usr.gc, since common sense 
tp'.ls UP that a mnn does not discuss 
his private affairs in tones to be 
heard by a thousand people, and the 
doctrine of probabilities assures us 
that only a quarter of the time 
would u couple fane toward any 
given point of the compass. 


Even when two characters alone 


on the stage whisper together, not 
to be overheard by other characters 
supposed to Im in the next room, 
they can but pretend to lower their 
voices, since what they say must he 
audible to the audieuce, or eke why 
say its Jliiuy a critic, accustomed 
to blank verse and to the absence of 
the fourth wall of n room and to a 
hundred other conventions he blind- 
ly accepts, uncoosdous that they, 
too, are out of nature, has refused 
to legitimate the "stage whisper," 
the "aside" and the "soliloquy," 
holding them to bo a little ton fla- 
grantly unreal. It is not to be denied 
that the aside and the soliloquy are 
labor saving devices, which some 
dramatists have worked hard. The 
easy convenience of soliloquy, by 
means of which a tortuous character 
can undeceive the audience while 
taking in the other personages of 
the piny, has been too tempting to 
many n playwright. 
The conhciesi 


tious «]niuiiitist has tended of late to 
pet nloriM without the aside tmd the 
"Obloquy. Tli- younger Duinns and 
Ibsen and Mr vviiiiam Gillette (in 
"Secret Si-rvity ') have proved that 
it is perti'Ctly possible to eschew 
them both.

All bate the same general purpose, to 


provide a channel through which the p»- 
ttiotlo cnthneiittuii of the American <roni- 
ati may be diroctcd. Each member wants 
to do nm«thlng, be It ev«r so little, to- 
ward the work of waging war.

the eoeJctioj are merely village oisantea 
tloot, eotlrelj- local In character ami Inter- 
ested only i» the welfare of tba little com 
pan j of hoci4 soldiers who are awagr at 
the front Others are branches of associa- 
tions which ore national In scope, 
the Bed Cross, although the only one 


directly reconuUsd by the government, is 
by no uiwnstho sole organization through 
which relief work may be done. It i« tme 
that President McKinlcy has advlttxl a 
union of all relict societies and that steps 
have been ta^cn to accomplish this end, 
but It is unlikely that this will ever be ac- 
complished. All women may be patMotto, 
but it is ncelus to ask them all to work 
In tbe mirau way and use tho same methods. 


Among the moat popular of the relief 


associations are those which have for their 
special purpww the caring for tbe families 
of soldiers. This effort has bacn warmly 
recommended by Governor Hastiajis ot 
Pennsylvania, who In a recent letter to ez- 
Ooveraor Pattlton gold: 
,' "Despite t)ie efforts of the commanding 
officers to discourage from enlistment 
those who co-Jo- not go without doing In- 
justice to their families, It has bden forci-
